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The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 4, line 8 and 
page 5, line 13, note that "4A-B" should be rewritten as -4A-4B-- for consistency. Page 4, lines 
9-13 and 16, 17, note that the respective description is inappropriate for the brief description and 
should be deleted. Page 4, lines 26, 21 ; page 5, line 1 ; page 7, lines 6, 7; note that --7- should 
precede "B", "D", "G'\ "FT, kt K", "K'\ and "b", respectively. Page 5. last !i ne% note that *'4A-B" 
should be rewritten as «4B-only for consistency. Page 6, lines 12, 14, note that "01" and "Q2" 
should reference --(Figure 3)« for consistency. Page 7, lines 1,2, note that reference to "Figure 
3" and "Figure 2" respectively in Fig. 5; lines 4, 15, note that reference to "Figured is not 
consistent with the drawing figures; line 9, note that "brand" appears that it should cor: ectly be - 
band-; line 14, note that "offline" should be rewritten as -offset- for a better characterization.

Claims 3, 12 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75© as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim are not in the alternative. See MHP. § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the 
claim these claims are not been further treated on the merits. 

Claims 1, 2; 4-11, 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, note that the recitation of the offline (offset) hole having a "pattern of 
conductive material " appears redundant given the earlier recitation that "each hole" has a "pattern 
of conductive material associated therewith. Also, note that "the fifth and sixth holes" lack strict 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 4, note that reference to "the filter's side walls" is vague in meaning (i.e. width 
side wall, height side wall, etc?). 

Moreover, note that "hole of lower (or higher) band" is vague in meaning. 
In claims 13, L4, 15, 16, note that use of orientations "right" and "left" are not uefinite 




The following claims have been found objection able for reasons set forth below:

In claims 1, 4, 6; 1L 13-16, note that recitation of the hole being "offline" should be

rewritten as being a hole which is -offset- tor proper characterization. 
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In claim 1 , note that "on the end of the three holes" should be rephrased as -- at the end of 
the at least three holes -- for consistency; note that "parallel to the edge" should be rephrased as -- 
parallel to an edge --for clarity; note that -said input/output pocls on said one of said first 
sidewalls — is suggested. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hino (figs. 8,9) pertains to various coupling patterns for dielectric block filter 
structures. Nappaet et al pertains to a dielectric block filter having an offset resonator. Agahi- 
Kesheh et al pertains to a dielectric block filter with zero resonators.
